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THE QUARANTINE QUESTION. 


Views of the International Hygienic Con- 
gress on the Subject. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
VIENNA, October 1.—During the course of the 
proceedings of thejInternational Hygienic Con- 
gress,in session here, alarge number of the 
speakers on the subject of the quarantine 
question took the view ofthe British Govern- 
ment. The latter, it is well known, holds that 
quarantine regulations are useless. It was re- 
peatediy pointed out that, although cholera is 
said often to proceed from India, 
England, which has constant relations 
with that Empire, does not establish quaran- 
tine in her ports. If there were anything 
in the quarantine theory England, as the 
chief maritime nation in the world, ought to 
be continually suffering from epidemics like 
cholera, whereas such is not the case, epi- 
demics being kept out of the country by the 
scual and focal sanitary regulations. With 
- reference to this subject it is contended by one 
ofthe most distinguished British delegates 
that cholera might almost, if not entirely, 
stamped out of India he recommendations 
of. the Royal Commission of 1862 were 
adopted. That is to say if a 
 @entrallocal governmens board were estab- 
_ shed in each province with power to compel 
the municipalitie: to carry out certain sani- 
‘ary regulatioas and to assist them to borrow 
‘ney when necessary for the purpose. As

THE MANITOBA CROPS. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Qctober 1.—The crops 
in Manitoba this year, according to the sta- 
tistical report, exceed all estimates. The 
Canadian Pacific Railroad will be utterly in- 
adequate to move the erop. In many sections 
the yield has been thirty-five bushels tothe 
acre. The average will be about thirty bush- 
els. At this figure, on an acreage of 432,134 
acres, the yield will be 12,099,843 bushels, leav- 
ing 10,000,000 bushels available for export. The 
barley crop averages 35 bushels on an acreage 
of 56,110, or about 2,000,000 bushels. The oat 
crop will reach 5,600,000 bushels. Twelve 
thousand acres of flax have been harvested 
and givea net yield of 18,000 bushels. The 
potato crop is 2,843,000 bushels, giving 1,000,- 
000 busheis for export.

ANOTHER DAY OF HARD WORK IN THE NA- 
TIONAL CONVENTION. 


Result of the Election ot Officers—Personnel 
of the Choice of the G. A. R. Auxiliary 
Representatives—Mrs. Kinne Explains 
Why the Reception Programme Was 
Amended — Distinguished Visitors — 4 
Compliment to the ‘‘Post-Dispaich.’’ 


The Woman's Relief Corps National Conven- 
tion re-assembled this morning to complete 
the business and adjourn before the close of 
tneweek.

Senator Farwell Discusses Politics Before 
Sailing for Europe.

what he thought of 
President Cleve- 
land’s tour to the 

,. West. He replied 
7 that he thought 
well of it and that 
the President would 
be well received by 
all classes with- 
out distinction of 


party. He had made a good Administration 
and it was not his fault if no settled ‘policy as 
to finance had not been carried out, but 
the fault of his partyin Congress. The divis- 
ion in the Democratic party, the lack of ex- 
perience among its leaders, and the seeds of 
corruption preserved since the days when it 
held unrestrained control of the whole coun: 
try, would probably defeat the purposes of the 
President fn any direction of reform. The 
theorists who hoped for a new order of things 
through the defeat of the Republican party 
will probably see at the eleventh hour that 
real reform can only come through that party 
whose members show the highest average of 
intelligence. 

„Who do you think,’’ asked the reporter, 
„lll get the Republicag nomination?’’ 

‘‘Personally,’’ replief the Senator, without 
hesitating, 1 should lik@ to see Judge 
Gresham or John Sherman head the Repub- 
lican ticket. There would be some satisfac- 
tion in supporting a candidate of such high 
character. But personal predilections should 
have nothing to do with it. The Republican 
party has been divided, and itis confronted 
with the fact that Mr. Cleveland, who has 
made a good Executive, will be the candidate 
of the Democratic party. The contest will 
be settled here in New York, and this fact 
oughtto make the Republicans more prudent 
than they were in 1884. 

‘‘Ilow would you meet the emergency, Mr. 
Farwell?’’ : 

„If I controlled all the delegates of the 
other States, said the Senator, I would go 
to the delegation from New York and say, 
‘Select that man for the Presidency who can 
carry New York—the one whose success you 
are willing to become responsible for.’ There 
I would leave it. If the delegates wers 
patriotic men they would divest themselves 
of all personal feeling and rise to the occa- 
sion. The Republicans of all the States and 
especially of New York, ought to see that able 
and unpledged men are sent as delegates. <A 
convention thus constituted would give the 
party acandidate who would bring about a 
union and secure the support again of a ma- 
jority ofthe people. Too much stress cannot 
be laid on the necessity of having the next na- 
tional convention composed of men who are 
tree from pledges to particular candidates.’’ 

‘*‘What about the labor complications?’’ 
queried the reporter. 

„They will settle themselves in time and 
doubtless in a way to benefit the genuine 
laborer. There is no room for Anarchists or 
Progressive Socialists in this country—a 
country offering unlimited opportunities to 
the industrious, the frugal and temperate to 
secure the comforts of home and the blessings 
of freedom. If the present agitation 
should result in an increase of American spirit 
and restrictions on the immigration of pau- 
pers and evil-minded persons from Europe, 
it will be a real benefit to the country.’’ 

The reporter made reference to the use of 
Mr. Farwell’s name for the Republican nom- 
ination for the Presidency, but his only reply 
was a cheerful *‘good night, and the Senator 
entered his state-room on the Umbria.

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; A CASE IN POINT. 


Mr. HENRY V. Poor (of Poor's Manual) 
in a letter to President CLEVELAND esti- 
mates the railroad building of 1886 and 
1887 at 21,000 miles, and the cost thereof at 
$420,000,000. Steel rails for that number 
of miles would cost $84,000,000. But if 
steel rails are laid on only 15,000 miles at 
an aggregate cost of $60,000,000, not less 
than $25,000,000 of that cost would repre- 
sent the bounty paid under our tariff to 
the steel rail monopolists. 

This $25,000,000 added by our war tariff 
to the cost of 15,000 miles of new road has 
not added one cent to the wages of the la- 
borers producing the steel rails. Their 
wages are the same how as when steel 
rails were $15 per ton lower. This $25,000, - 
000 item, added by the tariff to the cost 
of the new roads, represents, therefore, 
nothing but a bounty to enormously rich 
monopolists, capitalized henceforth in the 
form of railroad securities, to be carried 
for all time by further taxation in the 
form of railroad rates upon American in- 
dustry and commerce, 

Thus is one unjust tax kept rolling on 
like a snowball, continually increasing 
the fabric of unearned wealth at the ex- 
pense of labor’s productions and earnings, 
and at the expense. of labor’s just share 
of the natural resources of the country. 

And this $25,000,000 is but one of many 
items by which our war tariff has in- 
creased the cost of the railroads built in 
1886 and 1887 to $420,000,000. The revenue 
collected is not a tithe of the amount 
added to the cost of living by unjust and 
unequal taxes. If this added cost, taken 
from the pockets of the people, were re- 
distributed among them in the form of 
direct premiums on wages paid to labor, 
that would be something like restitution, 
and all the evil of it would be confined to 
the burden of the tax itself. But when 
taxes are collected as a bonus for capital- 
ists, the proceeds enter into the vast and 
increasing fabric of fictitious and in- 
flated capitalizations that are now laying 
a greater variety of exorbitant taxation 
upon the commerce and production of 
the country than all the governments we 


have to support.

A LITERARY BUCCANEER. 


The announcement that Judge A. W. 
TOURGEE has two new books in manu- 
script reminds the reading public that he 
has had a very checkered literary experi- 
ence. 

Soon after the war Judge TOURGEE first 
attracted notice as a carpet-bagger, a 
grotesque and curious product of that 
troublous time. It is not definitely known 
from what region he hailed, but the field 
selected as the scene of his foraging opera- 
tions was North Carolina. It was here 
that he gathered the material for ‘‘The 
Fool’s Errand,’’ a book that shows 
strength, cleverness and imagination, 
especially imagination; but, as a picture 
of North Carolina life and character, 
the volume was ludicrous in its misrepre- 
sentations. It was clear thatthe author 
was utterly ignorant of the social life of 
the South; and his ‘‘impressions’’ of the 
interesting region chosen for his ma- 
rauding sojourn were utterly mislead- 
ing and unreliable. But the fierce sec- 
tionalism of the publication gave it an im- 
mense sale in the North. The author 
achieved at once a wide but fleeting rep- 
utation. Then followed other volumes in 
quick succession and TOURGEE Was soon 
arich man. Inflated with his inexplica- 
ble success, he conceived the idea of start- 
ing a standard magazine that would rival 
the Century and Harper’s, and mov- 
ing to Philadelphia he began the pup- 
lication of Our Continent.” This ran at 
a heavy loss for several years and then 
suspended, leaving its founder without 
a dollar. The stranded magazine editor 
then sought to recruit his depleted 
exchequer by lecturing; but his lectures 
fell stale and flat, for thereason that they 
were not worth hearing if one had to pay 
to hear them. 

As a last resort, Judge TouURGEE has 
returned to fiction, and is again indus- 
triously writing novels; but the sectional 
feeling that gave The Fool’s Errand’? its 
wonderful commercial success has abated 
to such an extent that it can no longer 
be worked to advantage by the charlatans 
of literature. Judge TOURGEE has ability 
and brightness; but no literary art and 
none of the best qualifications of a novel- 
ist. He has a busy and teeming brain, 
but as awriter of fiction he isa failure 
and a fraud. In view ofthe fact that 
his Initial literary success was achieved 
through libelous misrepresentations, there 
isa touch of poetic justice in the failure 
and disappointment that have marked his 
later career. f

PRESS BREAKFAST. 


ENTERTAINMENT OF JOURNALISTS AND DIS“ 
TINGUISHED VETERANS. 


Fifty Newspaper Correspondents, Grand | 


Army Men, War Governors and Other 
Distinguished Individuals Discuss an 
Elaborate Menu at Southern Hotel This 
Morning—Speeches by Hon. Hannibal 
Hamlin, Gen. Fairchild and Others. 


The breakfast prepared for visiting newspa- 
per men under the direction of the Press Com- 
mittee of the Grand Encampment was given 
in the breakfast room of the Southern Hote! 
this morning at llo’clock. Seventy-five invi- 
tations had been issued, but owing to the fact 
that many of the visiting correspondents were 
under the necessity of leaving the city last 
night, only fifty were present and one-half of 
these were distinguished members of the En- 
eampment. 

Judge Rea, the newly elected Commander- 
In-Chief, left the city early thts 
mornipg and was obliged to send 
regrets. Capt. W. A. Hogdes, chairman of 
the Press Committee, presided. On his right 
sat Gen. Lucius Fairchild, ex-Commander-in- 
Chief; Hon. Hannibal Hamlin, ex-Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States; Gen. D. 
M. Frost; and on his. left wera 
O. H. Sampson, chairman of the Grand Army 
Finance Cemmittee, ex-Gov. Sprague of Rhode 
Island and Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania. 
Among the other distinguished guests were 
Gen. E. B. Gray, Gen. D. P. Grier, Loyd 6. 
Harris, Col. Hills, Capt. Atwill and represent - 
tives from New York, Chicago, Washington 
and other large cities. 


AN ELABORATE MENU, 
including two kinds of wine, was discussed 
and Capt. Hodges then inaugurated 
speech-making by calling on Col. 
Reed of the Grand Army, special corre- 
spondent ofthe Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Col. Reed, on behalf of the visiting corre- 
spondents, thanked the Press Committee and 
the newspaper men generally of Bt 
Louis for the courtesies extended them 
during Encampment week, and expressed 
the hope that they would meet again at 
Columbus at the next Encampment of the 
Grand Army. He said If any of the St ufs 
newspaper men chanced to visit Chicago, the 
doors of the Press Club there were open to 
them, 

Gen. Fainchild, béing called on to speak on 
behalf of the Grand Army, extended the 
thanks of the visiting veterans to the 
people of St. Louis. He expressed 
sincere grief that be bad not been 
able to review on Tuesday or Wednesday 
‘*the parade that would have been if the win- 
dows of heaven had not leaked so much.“ 
This was the largest assemblage the Grand 
Army had ever had, and he was afraid it never 
would have a larger. Concerning the order 
itself, he sald that there was no 
organization in the world so free from parti- 
san politics. No set of men was going to 
drive it into partisan politics, no set of men 
was going to coax it into partisan politics; and 
it was not yoing to allow any set of men 
to deceive or seduce it into partisan 
ea Its creed was, first, fraternity, a 
1oly thing; next, charity, a holier thing; and 
last of all, loyaity, the holy of holies. To 
its creed it had lived up as firmly us any or 
ganization in existence, not excepting the 
church. 

HANNIBAL HAMLIN. 

Gen. Fairchild was followed by Hon. Hanni- 
bal Hamlin, whose remarks were greeted with 
frequent applause. He related his experiences 
with journalism. Before he was 21 years ot 
age he was half-proprietor of a country 

in Maine, with a circulation 

It took them half a day to print one 
side of the weekly issue. With a circulation 
of less than 1,000 they could not em- 
ploy many assistants, and so he had 
learned to stand at tne case and 
set up his own editorials without writing 
them. Mr. Hanlan expressed a warm affec- 
tion for newspaper men buta hearty disap- 
proval of the newspaper interview. 

EI Gov. Sprague said in ths course of some 
remarks on the civil war and his relation to 
the State and general government at 
that time, that he had not 
been brought into close contact with news- 
paper correspondents, but he had frequently 
found that those whom he met read his in- 
most thoughts and motives without his ex- 
pressing them. 

Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania related some 
experiences with newspaper men which 
elicited considerable laughter. He said 
that he had usually ound it best 
to let the newspaper man think 
what he himself should think, and he found 
that the thoughts ascribed to him were 
usually the thoughts he ought to have had, 
even if he had not had them. He said that he 
thought he was approaching the 
lenium, when he saw the min- 
Kling of the blue and the gray, but 
he thought now that he had never come nearer 
the millenium than he bad this morning when 
he heard a Chicago newspaper man extend to 
St. Louis newspaper men words of greeting 
and good fellowship.

Now, why should a subje ct 
in the hands of an ignorant burglar, in- 
haling chloroform, have a better chance 
of recovery than a patient in the ex- 
erienced hands of several skilled and 
rained physicians who have previously 
examined the action of the heart, who 
cautiously watch his pulse and closely ad- 
just the amount and quality of thec hloro- 
form and atmospheric air administered. 
And yet we hear constantly of deaths by 
the administration of chloroform by phy- 
sicians’ hands, but never a death when 
given by thieves. ä 
Furthermore than this, we are told that 
burglars can administer chloroform to 
several persons sleeping in the same 
room and produce anwsthesia. Of course, 
it would be sheer. nonsense to talk of 
burglars impregnating the entire atmos- 
sphere of an apartment with chloroform, 
for that would necessitate many hours’ 
labor with an atomizer, a supply of more 
chloroform than burglars would carry, 
and would leave: the air irrespirable by 
the thieves. These statements, which

A COUP D’ETAT. 


The Atlanta Constitution Declares Against 
Senator Colquitt. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

ATLANTA, Ga., October -1.—As has been in- 
dicated, the assault upon Senator Colquitt has 
begun. Yesterday morning’s issue of the 
Constitution, says Gen. Henry R. Jackson, the 
late Minister to Mexico, is the most formidabie 
opponent Senator Colquitt has. The Consti- 
tution says: Senator Colquitt, it is under- 
stood, is opposed to a repeal of the internal 
revenue laws, and this, in our opinion, will 
be the mill-stone around his neck. He was 


very much opposed to the tariff plank 
in the platform adopted at Chicago, 
and also to Cleveland's nomination. 
He is now an ardent supporter of Cleve- 
land and the platform, but still thinks the in- 
ternal revenue laws ought not to be repealed. 
We put the Senator upon notice that it will 
take a strong man’to make Georgians swallow 
this law. We propose to carry afree lance in 
this fight, but want it understood that we are 
opposed to any man who favorsthe whisky 
monopolies; who is not in favor of cutting 
downthe immense surplus by getting rid of 
the unjust taxes paid by Southern products; 
who is not in favor of the _ repeal 
of the infamous law that protects 
national banks by levying atax of 10 per cent 
on currency, and who does not favor à repeal 
of all laws that make a discrimination against 
real estate as a basis for loans of money. Sen- 
ator Colquitt has been in the Senate nearly six 
years, and if he has advocated any bill on this 
line, it has escaped our observation. The 
next Senator elected from Georgia will have to 
be — the line which we have thus briefly indi- 
cated.’’ 

The Constitution has heretofore been a firm 
political ally of Colquitt, and this declaration 
against him is looked upon as a coup d’etat. | 
Gen. Jackson has reasons of his own for want- 
ing to go to the Senate. He complains that 
while Minister to Mexico he was cavalierly 
treated by Secretary Bayard. When he re- 
signed his post and came home, he. was very 
anxious that the correspondence in regard 
thereto should be made pablic. On motion of 
Senator Joe Brown, the United States Senate 
asked for the correspondence, but Sec- 
retary Bayard refused to give it, because its 
present publication would be incompatibie 
with the public service. When Gen. Jackson 
was thus choked off, he chafed under it, and 
it is said that when Senator Brown, several 
months ago contemplated resigning, it was his 
wish that Gen. Jackson should succeed him, 
The Senator, however, recovered his health, 
but Gen. Jackson still hopesto get into the 
arena where he could get even with Secretary 
Bayard.

> and for his veto of the service pension bill, 
which caused such a breeze in ‘the Encamp- 
ment, are published below in full. The reso- 


lutions, said to bo instigated by Gen. Tuttle, 
were presented by ex-Commander Paul Van- 
dervoort of Nebraska, who delivered an. ear- 
nest speech in their defense, Asstated yester- 
day, the resolutions were defeated by a vote 
of 818 to 173. They were worded as follows: 

‘*Resolved, That while we feel that no body 
of citizens can have a more exalted respect 
than we for the office of President of the 
United States, that we have manifested that 
by services and sacrifices such asthe world 
has never seen. ¢qualed—yet this does not ob- 
secure our perception of blameworthy acts of 
the incumbent of that high position, nor de- 

rive us of the right of criticism of our pub- 

ic servants, which is one the dearest prerog- 
ative of American citizenship. 

„ Resolved, also, That while we recognize 
that the disapproval of any measure present- 
ed to him by Congress is a constitu. 
tional prerogative of the President, 
to be exercised by him according to his dis- 
cretion, yet we cannot feel that this involves 
also the privilege of going beyond the bounds 
of that power to oftictally insult or slander the 
broken-down and needy men to whom the 
nation owes everything. a 

„Resolved, also, That the dependent pension 
bili passed by the Forty-ninth Congress and 
vetoed by the President was the least measure 
of justice that could have been asked of the 
nation for the men to whom it owes its 
guivation, that it did not represent a 
tithe of what its due these gallant 
men, and that in refusing to approve 
ot a bill which was asked for by the grateful 
people, petitioned for by hundreds of thou- 
sands of veterans, passed by both houses of 
Congress by an unusual majority and which 
would have rescued thousands of as deserv- 
ing soldiers as followed the flag from the cold 
charity of the alms-house, the present incum- 
bent of the office of President bas violated the

THE TENTS ARE VACANT,

And the G. A. R. Veterans Are now on Their 
Homeward Trip—A Salute Fired. 


Washington Park is still crowded, though 
the majority of the tents areempty. A salute 
of seventeen guns was fired this morning, in 
honor of the newly-elected Grand 
Commander, Judge John P'. Rea, 
of Minneapolis, Minn. This con- 


tributed as much as anything to cause the as- 
seniblage of the crowd: which thronged the 
park. Many of the veterans who had intended 
to return home to-day changed their purpose 
r when they saw thesun. Of the Kansas troops, 
whose headquarters were at Washington Park, 
some six or seven hundred are said to be still 
in the city and most of them will remain to 
take in the Fair. 

At Carr Place there were only somewhere 
about a hundred and fifty ot two hundred who 
lodged in the tents last night, but there are 
said to be about two hundred Iowa and a hun- 
dred or more Wisconsin troops still inthe 
city. Nearly all of these intend to see ali that 
isto be seen in St. Louis during the coming 
week. There is quite a-quantity of mail ac- 
cumulated at the Adjutant’s office in this 
amp uncalled for. 

At Camp Kimball (Hyde Park), of the 6,000 
Missouri veterans who were quartered there 
originally, only some fifty slept in the tents 
last night. But there are estimated to be 
from eight hundred to a 
in the city, intending to remain 
during the ensuing week. Capt. 
Kerone, Acting Commander of Camp Kim- 
ball, was engaged this morning in turning 
over the tents to their owners. Thetents are 
not, however, to be immediately removed. 
All will stand for a day ortwo todry out, and 
as some of the veterans in various camps have 
intimated their intention (if allowed) to pc- 
cupy the tents for several days longer, The 
proprietors stated that they would leave 
standing next week as many of the tents as 
were required for that purpose. 

The thanks of Acting Camp Commander 
Kerone and the veterans are tendered to En- 
gine Company No. 8 for their courtesy and 
kindness in furnishing room and bedding in 
their engine-house at the corner of Hyde Park, 
for a number of the boys of Missouri Posts. 

The camps at Lyon and Concordia Parks are 
completely deserted. Of the 13,000 veterans 
caipped there Monday there is not a single one 
remaining inthe tents. All those who have 
not left town have taken up quarters 
in some other part of the city. The last vet- 
‘eran left yesterday, and the tents and fixtures 
were turned over this morning to the Missouri 
Tent and Awning Company, who commenced 
taking them down in order to facilitate the 
removal of straw and rubbish from the parks. 

The veterans at Carr Place, Jackson Place 
and Hyde Park speak in high terms of the ef- 
ficiency of the St. Louis police in guarding 
their camps. No depredations ef any kind 
have occurred at any ofthese camps, though 
there have been numerous attempts made by 
both men and boys. And when it is under- 
stood thatin halfthe tents property was left 
unguarded by the owners for days at atime, it 
does look as if our guardians had had their 
eyes wide open.

All the Candidates Making a Still Hunt, 
With Congressman Dockery and Jastice 
Norton in the Lead—St. Louis Furnishes 
the Names of Three of Her Citizens for 
Gubernatorial Honors—The Politicians 
Say No Rebels Need Apply—Candidates 
Who Will Compromise. 


Chairman D. H. Shields of the State Central 
Democratic Committee called his counselors 
together at the Lindell Hotel this morning. 
The only object of the meeting was to arrange 
forthe presentation of the committee to the 
President in a body, but the  docal 
politicians thought that some more im- 
portant matter might be considered, and 
several of them hovered about the 
Lindell corridor to see that no Governor was 
made onthe quiet. The following members 
of the committee proxies were present: John 
McClanahan, proxy for H. T. McClanahan; 
Sam W. Ravenel, proxy for John 8. Elliot of 
Boonville; Judge E. A. Noonan and C. OC. 
Maffitt of St. Louis; Sam Byrnes of Potosi; A. 
M. Hough, proxy for E. A. Silver of Jefferson 
City; John O’ Day, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee; D. J. Allen of Piedmont, and 
James M. Reilly of Plattsburg. 

As the sole business of the meeting was to 
arrange fora public call on the President dur- 
ing his visit tothjs city, it was deemed advis- 
able to discuss the proposition in executive 
session. Maj. C. C. Rainwater called on the 
committee and gave them the programme for 
the Presidential reception as far as he had 
been notified. It was decided to take a recess 
until 2p. m. Chairman Shields agreed to call 
on Mayor ‘Francis in the interval and 
ascertain the most opportune time and place 
for the presentation of the committee. 

During the recess the members lounged 
about the rotunda to talk political prospects. 
CHAIRMAN SHIELDS 
said: ‘‘There is nothing doing through the 
State In a political way. Of course the politi- 
cians are already talking up candidates, but 
there is no election this year, and the 
not turn their attention 
to the subject before next February.’’ As Dr. 
Shields says, the politicians are already busy. 
There are nearly adozen candidates already 
out for the nomination for Governor, which 
will not be made until next July, when the 

State Democratic Convention meets. 

Congressman Alexander C. Dockery of 
Davies County; Congressman Martin L. Clardy 
of St. Francois; Attorney-General B. G. Boone, 
Congressman R. P. Bland of Laclede; Con- 
gressman W. H. Hatch of Marion; Judge E. I. 
Norton, Chief- Justice of the Supreme Court; 
R. O. Claiborne, Prosecuting Attorney of the 
St. Louis Court of Criminal Correction; Har- 
vey Salmon, Comptroller R. A. Campbell, S. 
A. Wight of Nevada, and Mayor David R. 
Francis are entered for the gubernatorial 
race. Not more than three of these will prob- 
ably run tothe finish, which, in a State like 
Missouri, is at the session of the Democratic 
nominating convention, 

DOCKERY'S CHANCES. 

Congressman Dockery of Davies County has 
been longest in the field and is regarded asa 
sureentry to run to the finish. Suspicious 
politicians pronounced him entered at the in- 
troduction of the fast mail, in securing which 
he was very active and for which he and 
Mayor Francis shared the rewards in a tri- 
umphant trip through the State on the 
first train. Dockery’s Masonic connec- 
tions will give him considerable 
strength in all parts of the State, 
but his fighting tront will bein the territory 
north of the Missouri River, in the Second, 
Third and Fourth Congressional Districts. 
Congressman Dockery is aman of. indefatiga- 
ble energy and considerable tact, as was shown 
in the last Democratic State Convention, over 
which he presided with satisfaction to 
the 800 delegates, with the single excep- 
tion of Mr. Vernon W. Knapp. After 
the inauguration of President Cleveland, 
and long before most Congressmen began to 
think about suggesting changes Dockery had 
replaced one-balf the offensive partisan post- 
masters Of his district wherever they hap- 
permed to be of a Republican complexion with 
no prospect of a change. 

Congressman Hatch is counted in the race 
by the politicians, buti? is not probable that 
he will participate unless he has a very 
good chance of winning. His strongholds 
are located in the First, which he will get en- 
tire, a portion of the Seventh and Second, 
Northeast Missouri has never organized any 
opposition to him. Incase he is not in the 
fight his strength will go to Dockery. 

Clardy’s position in the Southeast is about 
the same as Hatch’sin the Northeast, He will 
get the Tenth and Fourteenth Dis- 
tricts without a single struggle. If Bland 
isnotinthe race it is conceeded that Clardy 
will get a big slice of his support, and itis 
pretty well understood that if Clardy is in 
the race Bland will not be. In any event it is 
probable that Bland will not gointo the race. 
He has a national reputation gained from his 
advocacy ofthe coingage question. His most 
intimate friends advise against his withdrawal 
from Washingtun, even though he was as- 
gured the nomination for Governor. 

Attorney-General Boone’s reported can- 
didaey for the Governorship is not looked upon 
with much dread by the other aspirants for 
the Executive chair. It is generally under- 
stood that the Attorney-General is not

and will be content to return to the office he 
now fills. Judge E. H. Norton of the 
Supreme Court is the strong can- 
didate. Judge Norton is one of the best 
lawyers that ever satonthe Missouri bench, 
and is considered popular throughout the 
State. His friends say that the Judge will 
make the race for Governor and before the 
expiration of histerm will be backed for the 
Senatorship by the concentrated opposition to 
Vest. 

Should any change take place in the outlook 
that will bar Judge Norton from the race, 
his friends willgotos. A. Wigitof Nevada, 
who opposed Marmaduke anditis said will 
represent Judge Norton. 

B b Claiborne’s candidacy opened at Mex!- 
coandinthe judgment of many has nearly 
closed already. Ihe sentiment through the 
State is against another Confederate candi. 
date. Marmaduke’s narrow escape has alarmed 
the Democrats. He lost strength even in the 
counties in which the Confederate element 
was strongest. Heran behind his ticket 300 in 
Saline County, his own home, but got a full 
vote in Southeast Missouri. Marmaduke's 
friends do net regard Claiborne favorably, a 
fact which will deter his Union Democratic 
friends from taking him up 80 readily. 

Mayor Francis and Comptroller Campbell 
stand in line. If the Mayor remains in the 
race he will shut Gov. Campbell out, 
The latter is very strong in North 
Missouri, but will be satistied with 
the auditorship if that is given him. Fran- 
cis’ strength is as yetan unknown quantity. 
Politicians say that St. Louis cannot get 
the Governorship and that Francis will be 
closed out. Gov. Campbellis of this opinion 
to some extent, and is constantly not urging 
his candidacy. 

Several of the candidates are working 
earnestiy but quietiv. Norton, Dockery,

Arrival of the Delegates to the International 
Military Encampment.

NEw YORK, October 1.—A group of men in 
brilliant uniforms were on the deck of the 
steamer Heckla of the Thingvalla Line when 
she drew up at her pier in Hoboken yester- 
day.

CABLE ACCIDENT. 


Serious Delay onthe Older Road—The Citi- 
zens’ Cable. 


The St. Louis Cable & Western Railway 
started at 1:30 p. m. yesterday to put in 
a new cable and completed the work 
at 9 p. m., at which time the running of trains 
was resumed. Everything ran smoothly until 
9:45 p. m., when one of the big journals in 
which runs the shaft of the winding drum 
gave way and the immense tension of the 
cable tore the drum from its fastenings and 
did considerable damage. The engines were 
immediately stopped and a force of men set 
to work to repair the damage! The strain on 
the cable caused by the tension governor had 
first to be relieved, after which portable 
cranes had to be erected to liftthe drum back 
into place, after first having a new jour- 
nal constructed. The work will take all of 
to-day to complete and the cable will not be 
running before a late hourthis evening. The 
various trains which were out on the road at 
the time remained all night at the localities 
where they stopped in charge of watchmen, 
and this morning the regular crews took 
charge and will remain in charge until the 
resumption of traffic. 


The Citizens’ Cable. 


The Northern Central Street Railway line be- 
gun this morning to run over its regular route, 
as it did before the construction ofthe Citi- 
zens’ Line cable. The Citizens’Line will to-day 
and to-morrow run over the following route. 


From the stables on Cass avenue to Garri- 
son avenue, thence over the tracks of the 
Northern Central line to Sith and 
Morgan streets, then over the old loop on Mor- 
gan and Fourth streets and Franklin avenue, 
until the Northern Central is oined, 
thence by way of the Northern and Central 
tracks to Cass avenue and thence to the 
stables. On Monday the old line will be re- 
opened and traffic will be maintained by 
horse-power until after Fair week, when the 
cable willbe put in and the horses will be 
given a rest.

Successful Target Practice With the Pneu- 
matic Dynamite Gun, 


New Tonk, October 1.—Further experiments 
in target practice with the pneumatic dyna- 
mite gun were made yesterday. They were 
undertaken to settle the xuestion whether 
rapidity of fire could be combined with accu- 
racy. The result showed that ten shells, each 
carrying fifty-five pounds of the explosive gel- 
atine, could be discharged in ten minutes

CHARLOTTE, N. C., October 1.—Citizens of 
Charion Township report that a cyclone passed 
over their section Wednesday afternoon, tear- 
ing through the clouds like a big balloon, 
dipping down and rising again, carrying an 
eddying mass or fence rails and trees in its 
circling path.

The Queer Letters That Are Written to Him

Some of these 
farmers hold title deeds that are in an an- 
cient language. There are farms that 
have been in the same family a thousand 
yeurs. The Norman noble was not born 
when these men were tillingthe soil. The 
family name was known when Alfred the 
Great was fighting the Danes.
